From county agent Doyle Thomas comes 
these lawn hints: 

“September is an excellent time to estab¬ 
lish a new lawn or renovate the old lawn. 
Many time proper liming, fertilizing and 
mowing will do wonders for an existing 
lawn. 

“Good lawn management will often con¬ 
trol some ol the weed problems, but chemi¬ 
cals properly applied can also control the 
weeds. If chemicals are used, be sure to read 
the entire directions and follow them 

“Some of the important steps in lawn 
establishment are: secure a soil test, rough- 
grade. lime if needed, apply basic fertilizer, 
apply organic matter if needed, till above 
materials into a four to six-inch depth. 

“Finish-grade, apply starter fertilizer and 
work into top inch of soil, apply seed, rake 
or drag to cover seed lightly, roll lightly, 
mulch.”

The Griswold Reunion always takes place 
on the third Wednesday of August, and the 
third Wednesday of August is also one of the 
four publication dates of the historical quar¬ 
terly. "Northeastern Pennsylvania.” The his¬ 
torical quarterly dealing with the history of 
the eleven counties of Northeastern 
Pennsylvania 

The issue of “Northeastern Pennsylvania” 
published on Wednesday, /Aug. 19, 1981. is 
entitled “Studio Photography in Northeast¬ 
ern Pennsylvania. 1839-1900. Part 111.” The 
issue also contains eight pages of"Genealog- 
icaland Local History Notes."a regular fea¬ 
ture of the quarterly 

In the Nov. 19. 1980. issue of “Northeast¬ 
ern Pennsylvania.” appeared a detailed his¬ 
tory of the Griswold family entitled. “John 
Griswold 1754-1843 and Elizabeth Crit¬ 
tenden 1761-1851 of Clinton Township, 
Wayne County. Pennsylvania; their ances¬ 
tors, their descendants.” 

The author of that history. S. Robert 
Powell, has in the past year been energeti¬ 


cally and methodically engaged in gathering 
as much material as possible on the Gris¬ 
wolds. and a questionnaire seeking basic 
biographical information on births, deaths, 
marriages and graduations, was sent to 
many Grisw old descendants. Griswolds who 
could not be at Ridge Farm on Aug. 19, 
1981. for the reunion, sent in their question¬ 
naires by mail. An invitation to the reunion 
was sent to the daughter of Gertrude Irene 
Loomis and Henry H. Schaffer, and her hus¬ 
band. Audrey and Terje Steinstp, who live in 
Norway. Two days after the reunion an 
audio cassette was sent by Mrs. Steinstp to 
Mrs. Margaret Rude. In that cassette Aud¬ 
rey Steinstd talks about her family and 
about the geography of Norway. In addition 
to the wealth of new information from the 
returned questionnaires, much new infor¬ 
mation w%x read aloud to the assembled 
group Verna C. Varcoe, acting head 

t the committee on births, deaths and mar- 
: age-., and by Mrs. Stephen Treat. Mrs. 
Margaret Rude, and S. Robert Powell. 

Mrs. Alice Fund, head of the program 
. >mmiltee. then presented Mrs. Mildred 
Anderson, who played her autoharp and led 
the group in singing old time songs and 
hymns. Mrs. Lund then gave a violin solo, 
“Whispering.” by popular demand she 
repeated her performance and the entire 
group sang along with her. 

Mrs Lund then read a text which she 
prepared on her recollections of the build¬ 
ings and life as it was lived at the family 
ancestral home, the John Griswold Homes¬ 
tead. built in 1819 by Captain Levi Bennett 
for John Griswold and Elizabeth Crit¬ 
tenden, and in later years owned by Francis 
Griswold and his wife. Jane Loomis, who 
established therein the Cold Water Tavern. 
On May I. 1871, the Cold Water Tavern 
became the property of Henry Banning Cur¬ 
tis and Louisa Griswold and then became 
known as the Curtis Homestead 

The Curtis Homestead still stands. Since 
the 74th reunion of the descendants of John 
Griswold and Elizabeth Crittenden on Aug. 
20. 1980, two honored members of the Gris¬ 
wold family died: Louis Tryphenia(Norton) 
Curtis and Dwight William Rude.

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City hall reports 


Gas pump for firehouse 

Anyone traveling by the city’s main fire 
station. The Columbia Hose Co., will notice 
a gasoline pump standing outside the build-, 
ing on the Lackawanna River side. 

Martin P. Judge, the city’s managing 
director, told the Carbondale MIRROR last 
week that the pump is a second-hand one 
installed there recently for a very good 
purpose. 

When the fire station was built several 
years ago. the city installed tanks for the 
storage of diesel fuel there. 

The tanks have been filled. Judge said, 
and it wasn’t until recently that the city was 
able to locate a second-hand pump to use 
that fuel. 

Dying shrubs moved 

Shrubbery located alongside City Hall, 
around the monument to the city’s only slain 
police officer, William McAndrew. have 
been removed. 

The MIRROR was told that the 
shrubbery was removed because it was dying 
in that location. 

Taken to Russell Park where it was trans¬ 
planted, the greenery is being nursed back to 
health under the guidance of the Russell 
Park director, John Langan. 

The city will probably plant a different 
type of shrubbery around the city’s munici¬ 
pal building next spring since it is believed 
the shrubbery which was there was wrong 
for the location. 

Downtown rehabilitation? 

It has been several years since the city’s 
community development program’s down¬ 
town rehabilitation project was first 


announced. 

Since then it has gone through several 
biddings and some controversy. 

But don’t count it out yet, Martin P. 
Judge, city managing director, told the 
MIRROR last week. 

According to the city administrator, the 
city still intends to get going on this project 
— aimed at giving the business district a 
partial facelifting. 

In fact, the city hopes to get going on the 
project this fall, with about 15 businesses 
involved. 

Downtown sidewalks 

Another downtown business district pro¬ 
ject planned by the city is the construction of 
new sidewalks and curbs in the South Main 
Street block bordered by Sixth Avenue on 
the north and Seventh Avenue on the south. 

City council recently approved the 
transfer of some funds to finance this 
project. 

Originally planned years ago, the city is 
reengineering the project. 

As it was first planned the city would have 
taken care of providing supports for all busi¬ 
nesses with basements beneath the present 
sidewalks. 

Now, the plans call for each property 
owner taking responsibilty for providing the 
needed support. The city will then provide 
the fill needed and tamp it to the proper 
specifications. 

The city is aiming to get the project out on 
bids this fall and hoping to have the work 
begin next spring. 

More street lights 

The city wants to add 15 or 16 more street 
lights throughout the city. 

While the Pennsylvania Power and Light 


Co. (PP&L) recently installed all new street 
lighting in the city, some residents have told 
city officials that there are still dark spots in 
some areas. 

The MIRROR was told that the addi¬ 
tional street lighting has been discussed with 
PP&L officials in Scranton. 

Nine laid off 

The equivalent of nine people were laid off 
by the City of Carbondale last week. 

Five men were laid off in the city’s depart¬ 
ment of public works and two in the depart¬ 
ment of parks and recreation. 

In the city’s finance office, one CETA 
worker was laid off and the remaining three 
workers elected to share time off instead of 
having one of them laid off. 

Laid off in the department of public works 
were: Charles Haley, Butch Howell, Frank 
Gaiko, Ron Gilroy, and Paul Daniels. 

The two let go in parks and recreation 
were David Daniels and Tim Ignatovich. 

The finance office employe laid off is 
JoAnn Hunter. 

The city administration told the MIR¬ 
ROR that the layoffs would mean an 
approximate $7,000 to $8,000 savings per 
month on a total package basis. 

This total package includes salary and all 
benefits. 

Asked if there would be more layoffs com¬ 
ing, Martin P. Judge, city administrator, 
said that the city is looking at all facets of 
city government where cutbacks might be 
affected. 

The announcement of the layoffs promp¬ 
ted immediate television coverage, with 
WDAU-TV (channel 22) and WBRE-TV 
(channel 28) converging on City Hall min¬ 
utes apart Friday morning.

Carbondale General Hospital 
holds annual fire school 


Carbondale General Hospital held its 
annual fire school for employes on Sept. 17 
in the hospital parking lot. 

The fire school was conducted by David 
Jones, a paid fire truck driver and member 
of the Carbondale Bureau of Fire. Jones was 
assisted by members and equipment of the 
Carbondale Bureau of Fire under the direc¬ 
tion of Fire Chief William Burrell. 

The purpose of the school, according to 
Richard A. Pascoe. the hospital's executive 
director, is to teach hospital employes fire¬ 
fighting techniques, to promote teamwork, 
and to insure patient and visitor safety from 
fire hazards. 

The fire traini"” program consisted of 


instruction in the types of extinguishers in 
the hospital, the effects of the extinguishers 
on various types of fires and an explanation 
of the internal fire alarm system. 

Jones instructed hospital employe on for¬ 
mation of fire teams, or brigades, the impor- 
tance of ventilation, and hands-on 
fire-fighting techniques with extinguishers 
and hose. 

The fire school utilized a mock ward, or 
patient room, constructed in the hospital 
parking lot. The ward included all items usu¬ 
ally found in a patient room including a 
mannequin substituting for a patient. 

Part of the fire-fighting assignment was 


for employes to rescue the “patient” from the 
burning room and begin cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) on the patient once he 
had been removed from the room. 

The fires fought included those started 
with flammable liquids and those started 
with combustibles. Fire teams fought the 
fires wiih portable extinguishers and with 
I '/’-inch hoses. 

The lire school has been an annual event 
at Carbondale General Hospital for six 
years. Jones, a member of the Carbondale 
Bureau of Fire fftr 11 years, has been the 
instructor of the course since its inception in 
1976.
